Now that the Woner Bill is supposed to be in full power, and 
copies of it have been officially distributed to various officials in­ 
terested, Attorney General Alter's recent statement to the press 
that the main responsibility for its enforcement rests wiih the 
district attorney should not be misinterpreted. 
To be successful 
in handling the trust imposed upon him by the Woner law, the 
district attorney must have the aid and support of all good citizens. 
The bill places the authority in the hands of county officials to help 
federal officers in their attempts to. enforce the 18th Amendment 
to the Constitutios. 
It now remains to be seen whether or not 
it will be successful. 


There are several provisions of the Woner Law that tend to 
make it one of the most airtight bills ever passed to bar the 
booze trade from the State of Pennsylvania. 
Among them are: 


"The provisions of this law are very easily understood. 
It 
not only provides severe penalties for the manufacture, sale, furn­ 
ishing, transportation or possession of intoxicating liquors for bev­ 
erage purposes, but it goes beyond the Volstead law and prohibits 
the sale of non-intpxicating alcoholic liquor (containing less than 
one-half of one per cent, of alcohol) except under strict regulation 
and by persons holding a license or permit to make such sales. 
It absolutely forbids any sale of such liqours to minors of to per­ 
sons of known intemperate habits, or on Sunday, all of which the 
Volstead law permits without restriction. 


"Congress, of course, would have no jurisdiction in these re­ 
spects. 
It is the Woner law which prevents children from ob­ 
taining 'near beer' and similar alcoholic liquors at soda water 
stands and elsewhere. 
It even forbids the granting of a license 
or permit for the sale of such liqours at any place where minors 
conbregate. 
'

commonly supposed, is evidenced by 


the fact that one and one-quarter mil­ 
lion tons more were shipped during 


the 
first three months of the present 
coal year, which bean April 1, than 
were shipped in the same period of 
1!I20. This, coupled with the fact that 


the storage capacity of dealers is in­ 
adequate to handle this excess, leads 


to the belief that fairly large supplies 
have been laid in for domestic purpos­ 


es. 
At the present time, however, the 
market is dull and few sales are re­ 
ported. Although building activity- 


wan 
slightly greater in July than in 
June, the demand for building mater­ 
ials showed no improvement.

In connection with the work of re­ 
pressing tuberculosis in the

I agents of the Bureau of Animal In- 
'dustry, during the month 
of June, 


inspected 96 slaughter houses, three 
of which were found 
defective 
in 
sanitary arrangements. 
Immediate! 
steps were 
taken to correct 
th* 
faulty conditionns. 


At these establishments 371 tattle 
held as suspects, were 
slaughtered 
under veterinary inspection. 
Fifty- 
six of the carcasses were 
totally 
condemned a3 unfit for food. 


In addition to these, 2,076 dressed 
carcasses and 27,000 lbs. of 
cut 
meats were examined before beinf 
passed fur. food. 
Six hundred aiuj 
thirteen internal 
organs, such 
it 
hearts, livers, 
tongues, etc., wen 
condemned for various causes. 


The Bureau Joes not employ any 
men especially as meat inspectors. 
Meat inspection lis 
conducted 
by 
trained veterinarians in .connection 
with other work of 
controlling dis­ 
ease of horses, rattle ,sheep, hogs 
and poultry by bhysical 
examina­ 
tions and biological tests. 


When an animal is found showing 
symptoms of some 
dangerous dis­ 
ease or unwholesome condition, it 
held in quarantine until slaughtered 
under inspection. The Bureau work 
is conducted principally in rural dis­ 
tricts and small municipalities which 
do not maintain local inspection. It 
does not duplicate the work done by 
Federal and municipal authorities in 
large slaughtering centers.

"the average price was 17 cents. 


X'-t only is a better demand devel­ 
oping in the hide market, but it is ap­ 
parent that stocks of hides are be­ 
coming more or less depleted. 
Inas-' 
much as the United States imports 
about f>0 per cent of the hides and 
skins consumed, import figures are of 
corresponding 
period 
of 1920, and 
particular significance. For the elev­ 
en months ending May only 308,000,- 
000 pounds were imported, as com­ 
pared with 752.000,000 pounds for the 
'35,000,000 pounds in 1913. 


k/The hide market is, of course, in­ 
fluenced by the leather market, and 
leather prices have shown practically 
no recovery, altho they seem to have 
leached the bottom of the decline. 
Union 
bacljs in New York, for in- 


I stance, are quoted at 40 cents per 
•pound, which is the pre-war figure. 
Although there seems.to be.a slight 
improvement in the domestic situa­ 
tion, the export demand is exceedingly 
weak. A decided slump occurred in 
the leather exports for May, and in­ 
asmuch as we normally export about 
25 per cent of our leather, the ex-'- 
port situation tends to have consider­ 
able bearing on the leather market. 
Exports 
of sole 
leather 'in May 
amounted to only 455,000 pounds, as 
compared with S22,000 pounds in 
April and 2,000,000 pounds for May, 


1920. 


Coal. 


The coal market continues stagnant. 
The demand is slow and the prices are 
weak. The price of bituminous steam 
coal, mine run, at Pittsburg is quoted 
as low as $1.75 per ton, which com­ 
pares with the average 1913 price of 
?1.27. Will the price of bituminous 
oal drop to the 1913 level ? 
Possibly 
lower prices might stmulate demand, 
but inasmuch as the wage agreement 
with the miners does not come to an 
end until April 1, 1922, it would hard- 
be possible just now to mine coal 
with prices much lower than are now 
oitoted. 
V»"j:i prices show ar. upward 
endency? 
There is some fear that 
because of the present slow rate of 
c-livery stocks of bituminous coal are 
becoming exhausted and that a sud­ 
den heavy demand will sooner or later 
be made on the mine, forcing prices 
higher.

; There have been a number of weeks 
minous coal has been at a„2ow ratc± 
when, it has fallen below 
8,000,00^' 
tons. This is low when 
compared 
with the weeks of 12,000,000-ton out­ 
puts last December. The production, 
however, of 8,000,000 tons a week does 
not look so small when compared with 
the 
consumption 
per week. It is 
probable that'consumption is now- run­ 
ning between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 
tons. About 15 per cent of the bi­ 
tuminous coal produced is used in the 
manufacture of coke and the output 
•Qf beehive coke for the week ending 
June 25 amounted to only 50,000 tons, 
as compared with over 400,000 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. 
With the steel 
industry running at 
only about -20 per cent capacity, the 
small oa'tpnt of coke is not surpris­ 
ing; About 35 per cent of bitumiffous 
coal produced is used in the various 
industries. The present curtailed ac­ 
tivity among industries means a con­ 
siderable reduction in coal consump­ 
tion. The railroads use about 30 per 
cent of the coal produced. In the 
case of the railroads, perhaps the de­ 
cline in consumption is not quite so 
marked, but consumption is by no 
means heavy. The foreign 
demand 
for coal is falling off, but this is not 
such a significant item because we 
export comparatively little coal.
